the city charter and not unlikely some 
action will be taken at tonight's council 
meeting regarding them. Of the amend- 
ments proposed to allow for permanent 
street improvements by the plan set forth 
by Mayor Hough ton the people have 
quite a 
definite knowledge, and 
the 


newly proposed amendments are of very 
much importance, it will be seen, since 
they are ol greater import than those 
relative to the improvements. They are 
not so much for a plan of city betLcrmbnt 
as they are for a vital remodeling of the 
fundamental instrument of our city pov- 
ernmenl. 


The idea of centralizing responsibility 


and .powenhas been carried to quite an 
extent in onr charter and tlieameridments 
now to come forth for consideration are- 
to carry that idea into better practice. 
They affect the administrative part of 
the city's government, and perhaps the 
moat important part of it, us the/ are to 
change the present method of providing 
for the expendituro ol" the greater nu'k of 
the money appropriated fox public uses. 
They arc to change tbe board of public 
works and provide for other changes that, 
corneas consequences of this, the pri- 
mary change. 


It is proposed to revoke thus1* sections 


of the charter which piovide for a board 
of puhlje woiics, having these members, 
and substitute1 sections establishing the 
office of commissioner of public works to 
be filled by one person. 
On that office 


will devolve all tbe respon Mbilitics an 
powers with which the board of public 
works is now invested except the respon- 
sibility of the duty of overseeing the 
powo'-. In taking; away Mi is duty from 
the office, which has control in the un- 
related work of building improving anil 
caring for the public works of the city, it 
is proposed to unite the duty of almoner 
with that of overseeing the poor, a bet- 
ter relation of duties than the present, 
and create Lhe office of almoner and over- 
seer of the poor. The almoner is jiow 
city auditor and, to free him from work 
that would be foreign to tbe principal 
labors that would fall upon him, it is pro- 
posed to create the office of city auditor, 
or to combine it with another more in 
line with its cliaracter. 


The main aim ofthese amendments, 


which Mayor Honghton will recommend 
to the council with a plan carrying them 
into effect, Is to simplify as far as possible 
the machinery of government and cen- 
tralize responsibility so that tne people 
can have a clearer view of the workings 
of their officers, and to vastly improve the 
method of conducting public worki. The 
best opinion of the city, and state for that 
matter, is behind the plan, but its very 
evident good is all that seems necessary to 
recommend it. 
It has been found to be a 


difficult matter fora commission of three 
men, no matter how devoted to public 
interests, to give to public matters the 
time they deserve. 
Only men of proved 


business judgment and high executive 
ability are fitted for appointment as mem- 
bers of a board of public works, and men 
of this class cannot afford the sacrifice of 
their personal interests 
made by the 


demands of tbe office 01 a member of the 
board of public works. 
The three must 


meet and confer before action can bo 
taken and if, because of pressure of pri- 
vate matters, the three cannot meet at a 
given time for that necessary conference 
the action, though most urgent, must 
stand deferred. 
How much of the draw- 


back that is unavoidable in the condition 
dependent u^on the united action of 
three men would be removed if on only 
one came the same responsibility can be 
very clearly seen. 
One man is easier 


found when needed than three, and pub- 
lic businsss can be under consideration 
when opportunity offers to the single com- 
missioner and need not stand aside until 
three find a common opportunity. 


NothalCthe reasons can be here given 


for considering the proposed change a 
very beneficial one. There is no room for 
reflections on any person who has served 
the city on the board of public works—on 
the contrary there is ample room for 
higher commendations—and it is not to 
be considered as criticism of present of- 
ficials when it is held, that it is better for 
the public interest not to have a division 
of responsibility like that which the pres- 
ent board affords. Less favorable circum- 
stances than the present might in future 
result in tho appointment of less compe- 
tent and satisfactory men, and the verdict 
of incapacity and carelessness of public 
trust Is much easier borne on three pairs 
of shoulders than one. One competent 
and trustworthy person is much easier 
found than three, and if public work is 
not done t" the satisfaction of public 
opinion, public analysis can soon find the 
'reason why, since the people choose the 
mayor and the mayor the commissioner 
of public works. 


The combination of almoner and over- 


seer of the poor must commend itself it 
is believed. These duties lie in one di- 
rection, and the officer assuming them is 
not distracted by giving part of his time 
and attentions to a duty that lies far oat-- 
side the field of these. The duty of au- 
ditor partakes more of the clerical than 
administrative nature and would be better 
if done by a man whose time is given to 
similar work if not by one who would 
have only that single task to perform for 
the city. The object of tho amendments 
cite* is solely for the simplincatkm and 
better oerfcrmance of public matters, It 


is believed their adoption would bring 
about a more business-like conduct of 
public affairs, make better appointments 
possible, fix responsibility more certain 
reduce shirking to the minimum, the bet- 
ter correlate duties and would at all times 
result In securing for tho city higher ad- 
ministrative ability and greater and more 
satisfactory singleness ol' purpose than 
the charter in its present state affords. 


The only proof necessary to show that 


the future would bring difficulty in get- 
ting men fitted for the office of boarJ of 
public works can be given in the state- 
ment ol fact that two of the present 
members of the board have already de- 
clared that they are not open for reap- 
pointment. The members referred to are 
W. G. Cady, chairman of the board, and 
Cieorge \V. C'hase. These men cannot 
nfford to give tbe tune the oiBce demands 
and so withdraw troni public -service. The 
salary of * member of tuo board is only 
$500 and is, no inducement to a prosper- 
ous business man to assume the exactions 
of the office. Tho amendments propoaed 
can hardly be actopLatl too soon, it seems, 
to meet the conditions that confront the 
city atiinistratioii.
